To  Climb  Two  Onto 
Each  Quart  in  June 

VANCOUVER,  May  16  Or.—' The 
price  of  milk  In  British  Columbia 
will  climb  two  cents  a quart  on 
June  1,  members  of  the  MUk  Dis- 
tributors' Association  announced 
here  tonight. 

Price  of  milk  now  selling  for  10 
and  12  cents  a quart  will  rise  to 
12  and  14  cents  as  consumers  are 
called  upon  to  absorb  the  two  cents 
previously  paid  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. 

This  was  set  as  a price  ceiling 
some  yean  ago  by  the  Prices  Board, 
but  had  been  held  lo  10  and  12  by 
the  Federal  grant. 

< Agriculture  Minister  Gardiner  in 
Ottawa  today  announced  removal 
of  the  subsidy,  and  said  that  con- 
trol of  prices  would  revert  to  Pro- 
vincial milk  boards.* 

British  Columbia  u without  a 
milk  board,  so  distributors  nay  they 
will  automatically  put  Prices  Board 
ceiling  price*  into  effect. 

A statement  Issued  by  the  dis- 
tributor* said  that  "actually,  there 
is  no  increase  in  price,  but  on 
June  1,  all  consumers  will  be  called 
upon  to  pay  that  part  of  Ihe  price 
of  every  quart  which,  up  until  then, 
the  Government  had  been  paying 
for  them."

In  so  far  as  the  buying  public  of  Canada 
is  concerned  there  is  a fifty  per  cent  degree 
of  inflation  now.  Despite  federal  statistics 
to  the  contrary,  the  public  has  found  the 
actual  purchasing  power  of  the  Canadian 
dollar  to  be  about  fifty  cents  when  it  comes 
to  buying  the  essentials  of  shelter,  food, 
clothing,  hospitalization  and  the  rest.  If  at 
this  precise  moment  in  our  history  the  value 
of  the  Canadian  dollar  is  driven  down  again, 
then  there  will  not  be  prosperity  as  some 
sources  claim  but  quite  the  teversc. 

We  recognize  that  there  are  two  main 
factors  in  the  price-wage  spiral.  - omitting 
not  a few  others.  Those  who  press  for 
higher  wages  at  this  time  will  succeed  only 
in  driving  down  the  value  of  money  if  thev 
succeed.  Those  who  press  for  higher  prices 
are  doing  precisely  the  same  thing  on  its  ob- 
verse side.  If  the  value  of  money  falls  so  that 
the  Canadian  dollar  will  have  in  fact  only 
forty  cents  of  buying  power  by  normal  meas- 
uring standards  then  everyone  in  the  country 
will  be  poorer,  not  richer.  The  poor  will 
be  hit  first  and  mosr  of  all. 

In  a very  practical  sense  the  citizens  of 
Canada  occupy  the  same  boat,  and  it  is  a 
small  One.  If  one  set  yl  individuals  insist 
upon  boring  a hole  in  the  bottom,  in  com- 
petition with  another  set  of  individuals  bent 
on  the  same  purpose  at  another  part  of  me 
hull,  it  will  not  matter  a button  which  of 
them  succeeds  first  or  last — the  water  will 
come  in  Water  in  this  analogy  is  inflation, 
and  inflation  is  a fast  rising  tide.  That  would 
swamp  the  boat,  and  impoverish  everyone 
in  the  country.  We  say  it  is  a national  duty 
that  that  shall  not  happen  Phil  is  Parlia- 
ment s concern. 

One  has  only  to  take  a brief  look  at  :hc 
world  to  understand  that  'prosperity'  11 
nowhere  "around  the  corner"  for  any  land. 
Much  of  Europe  is  in  ruins.  Parts  of  the 
Middle  hast  and  the  Far  East  have  been 
badly  deranged.  This  continent  is  as  yet  on 
a fairly  even  keel,  but  how  long  would  that 
remain  so  if  the  value  of  money  entered  a 
runaway  drivr*  Anyone  who  has  seen  whit 
happened  in  China  can  read  the  answer  for 
himself  The  Balkans.  Greece  and  half  of 
the  shores  of  the  Mediterranean  know  a 
similar  story.  1 hinking  people  do  not  want 
that  here. 

The  real  answer  to  the  problems  of  the 
world — and  it  has  many  extremely  serious 
ones — is  work.  If  the  work  is  done  the  wages 
will  follow  and  there  will  be  something  to 
pay  them  with  other  than  a token  currency. 
Millions  for  a postage  stamp  was  the  lot 
ol  Northwest  Europe  after  the  Great  War. 
Does  anyone  in  his  senses  want  that  on  the 
North  American  Continent  after  the  World 
War ' They  can  have  it  easily  Merely  join 
in  the  throng  who  cry  for  more."  and  the 
value  of  money  will  plummet  to  the  bottom. 
Nor  will  one  individual  find  prosperity  there. 

The  real  need  across  Canada  today  is  to 
restore  the  value  of  the  Canadian  dollar.  It 
can  be  done  with  determination  and  care, 
but  not  by  "rocking  the  boat." 

On  Tender  Ground 

Any  measure  designed  by  the  Security 
Council  to  keep  its  meetings  secret  at  »nv 
time  M'lnle  withholding  documents  and  in- 
formation from  the  40  United  Nations  not* 
represented  on  the  Council  would  seem  to  be 
treading  on  tender  ground.  The  result  might 
too. easily  tend  to  create  in  the  United  Na- 
tions two  divisions  of  interest,  those  of  the 
major  and  minor  powers  Smaller  nations 
without  voice  on  the  Security  Council  may 
he  led  to  feel  their  interests  would  receive 
secondary  consideration,  and  without  un- 
restricted access  to  appropriate  information 
they  would  he  helpless  to  do  much  about  it. 

The  proposal  scarcely  seems  consistent  with 
the  United  Nations'  Charter  which  should 
be  paramount  even  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Security  Council.  Under  the  articles  setting 
up  the  Council  as  an  instrument  primarily 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  interna- 
tional peace  and  security  it  is  directly  stared 
that  United  Nations’  members  "agree  that 
in  carrying  out  its  duties  under  this  respon- 
sibility the  Security  Council  acts  on  their 
behalf."  It  is  difficult  to  reconcile  this  with 
any  proposal  to  keep  the  majority  of  mem- 
ber nations  in  the  dark  about  the  activities 
of  tbe  Council. 

The  Charter  also  affirms  that  in  dis- 
charging its  duties  the  Security  Council  shall 
act  in  accordance  with  the  purposes  and 
principles  of  the  United  Nations.  These  pur- 
poses include  provision  for  "collective  meas- 
ures for  the  prevention  and  removal  of 
threats  to  the  peace  and  the  development 
of  friendly  relations  based  on  respect  for 
the  principle  of  equal  rights.  The  preamble 
further  sets  out  that  the  peoples  of  the  United 
Nations  "have  resolved  to  combine  our  ef- 
forts to  accomplish  these  aims.' 

It  is  in  the  collective  efforts  of  ihe  United 
Nations  that  hope  foe  the  maintcnanc#  of 
world  peace  lies  Unity  among  members,  and 
the  absence  of  any  factors  likely  to  creare  a 


at  the  Lity  Hall  to  tina  out  what  can  dc  done 
about  amalgamation.  If  the  facts  are  as  they 
were  reported  that  implies  a change  of  hjarl. 
Up  to  now  each  of  the  four  municipal  art  as 
in  the  Greater  Victoria  community — and  we 
arc  holding  a torch  for  none  of  them  as 
against  the  others — has  agreed  to  co-operate 
where  that  suited,  but  not  where  it  did  not. 
There  Hus  been  the  case  of  the  airport,  and 
fire  protection,  water  and  so  forth.  Amal- 
gamation will  never  come  that  way.  on  an  in- 
and-out  baai a.  If  these  four  areas  wish  to  get 
together,  and  that  seems  to  be  the  majority 
wish  of  their  citizens,  then  they  must  each 
offer  up  something  to  the  common  good. 
That  requires  a change  of  heart,  and  that  is 
the  only  change  that  is  really  needed. 

It  is  physically  absurd  for  four  com- 
munities. occupying  a strip  of  land  four  miles 
by  seven,  to  continue  on  as  four  separate 
identities,  with  four  of  everything  from 
police  forces  lo  garbage  disposal  systems.  It 
is  politically  absurd  as  well,  in  that  none  of 
the  four  communities  can  ever  have  much 
weight  by  themselves  with  either  the  Prov- 
incial of  the  Dominion  Government— com- 
pared to  what  would  be  the  case  if  they  were 
one  are*  with  a population  of  more  than 
75,000.  It  is  historically  absurd,  in  that  this 
community  is  now  102  ycro  old  and  can- 
not stand  still.  Old  methods  are  outmoded. 
Fresh  population  has  created  new  problems 
which  must  be  solved  Growth  and  develop- 
ment are  being  retarded  everywhere  by  four 
completely  artifical  boundaries 

The  cry  now  is  for  a "commissioner'  to 
examine  the  case  and  to  present  recommenda- 
tions. Fifty  thousand  commissioners  would 
make  no  impression  if  these  four  areas  do 
not  at  heart  believe  in  union  now.  A plebis- 
cite should  have  been  put  in  all  areas  at  the 
last  election.  Failure  to  do  so  has  merely 
thrown  away  another  year.  . 

Nuclear  Energy 

- A good  man  versed  in  his  own  subject  is 
always  interesting.  So  it  proved  yesterday 
when  a member  of  the  instructional  staff  at 
Victoria  College  addressed  a local  service 
club  on  the  subject  of  nuclear  energy.  Prof. 
E.  .)  Savannah,  assistant  Professor  of  Chem- 
istry. not  only  gave  one  of  the  clearest  ex- 
position of  the  world's  advance  towards 
amazing  potential  developments  that  wc 
have  heard  or  read  anywhere,  but  also  placed 
this  advance  in  what  is  unquestionably  its 
true  perspective.  Other  than  bombs  to  end 
war.  nuclear  energy  probably  will  come  first 
into  peaceful  uses  through  the  realms  of 
medicine  as  a curative  agent  for  mankind,  in 
a few  highly  specialized  applications  else- 
where. and.  only  after  considerably  extended 
experimentation,  as  an  available  source  of 
power. 

Man  is  learning  slowly  to  do  an  infinites- 
imal part  of  what  the  sun  and  other  active 
stellar  bodies  Jiave  been  doing  since  their 
creation  He  jus  touched  the  fringe  of  a 
source  of  tremendous  potential  power,  but 
has  a great  deal  yet  to  learn  before  he  can 
control  it.  or.  indeed,  tame  it  For  use  upon 
legitimate  demand.  This  much  has  been  won 
by  prodigious  human  labors,  and  at  a cost 
beyond  all  present  commercial  emulation.  It 
took  a world  war  to  make  possible  tbe  pry- 
ing open  of  this  door  even  to  the  slighr  extent 
which  has  followed — and  that  much  has 
come  because  of  a. long  revolution  in  the 
concept  of  physics. 

Unfortunately  or  otherwise,  destruction 
came  first  through  the  door,  because  destruc- 
tion required  the  fewest  controls  of  all.  The 
aim  now  is  reversed.  How  can  man  use  this 
tremendously  powerlul  new  ally  for  con- 
struction’ If  history  is  a guide  he  will  learn 
the  way. 

Seen  in  Pacing 

It  would  not  have  hurt  V ictoria  school  chil-
